PROFILE 


Young actor AUGUSTUS PREW on playing Kevin Lewis in 
The Kid, a gritty, true-life tale of child abuse set in south London. 
Words by Laura Holt and Victoria Purcell 


H aving a double premier on the eve of your 23rd birthday 
is not a normal occurrence for most young people. 

But impish actor Augustus Prew did just that, 
celebrating the release of Nick Morans harrowing film The Kid 
in the same week that Charlie St Cloud , which stars teen heartthrob 
Zac Efron, came to UK screens. 

Despite his starring roles in both - and the all the surrounding 
red carpet histrionics - Prew chose to mark his birthday rather 
unceremoniously at home in Shepherd’s Bush with old friends, 
family and his girlfriend. Perhaps not 
how you would expect a young actor 
to celebrate their birthday? Surely 
Whisky Mist should feature 
somewhere in the equation? 

Youth and childhood are themes 
that run very prominently 
throughout this interview. Launching 
into acting at the tender age of 13, 
after winning a role m About A Boy 
alongside Hugh Grant, one wonders 
if, with all this adolescent success, 

Prew feels he’s relinquished some 
of his childhood? 

“What, like Michael Jackson?” 
he jokes. “I definitely grew up faster 
- it’s inevitable when you’re working 
with adults. But I always think 
I gained from it. It sort of allowed 
me to be self-sufficient. I had my own 
money and never needed to ask my 
parents for help. I think they wanted 
me to become a lawyer or something 
with money. But they were really 
supportive. I had a lovely childhood,” he says sweetly after a quiet 
moment of reflection. “I really did.” 

Not the case though for Prew’s character in The Kid, released on 
DVD in early March. It’s a biopic based on the heart-wrenching, 
internationally best-selling autobiography by Kevin Lewis, which 
recants the author’s traumatic childhood of abuse, abandonment 
and neglect suffered at the hands of his parents. Pick up The Kid 
and I challenge you to remain dry-eyed by the end of chapter one. 
The book is so gripping, chilling and ultimately a true tale of 


triumph over adversity, that it soon became a bestseller on its initial 
release in 2003. Last September, the story hit the big screen in 
a Nick Moran film adaption starring William Finn Miller, Prew 
and Rupert Friend as young, teen and adult Lewis. 

Born in Gipsy Hill near Crystal Palace, Lewis was beaten 
and starved by his parents, bullied at school and let down by 
social services. The family moved around south London, living 
in Norbury and New Addington, Croydon, as local councils 
and schools tried and failed to take the situation in hand. 

“It’s a weird thing about acting, I always find it easier to play roles 
that are very different from me,” ventures 
Prew, “because then you can really submerge 
yourself. If something is an extension of you, 

I actually think it’s harder to draw a line 
between yourself and the character.” 

Just as well, for Lewis endured years of abuse, 
as did his younger siblings, before it came to 
the attention of his teachers and he was 
admitted into the social care system. A slew of 
foster homes ensued, before a misguided care 
worker decided to return him to his parents, 
a woeful mistake that invited further abuse. 
Coming of age and finally escaping their 
clutches, Lewis became a bare-knuckle boxer, 
before being unwittingly coerced into the 
criminal underworld and eventually finding 
salvation through the love of a good woman. 

Playing Lewis, a living person whose tale 
over a million people have already discovered 
through the book, must have presented certain 
challenges for Prew, Miller and Friend? 

“I had help, and obviously I had the two 
autobiographies that are so explicit and so honest. You get a real 
sense of Kevin from them. We did quite a lot of work to get the 
character right - Rupert and I worked together on the voice 
and mannerisms and Kevin was generous enough to spend a lot 
of time with me. 

“He has such a distinctive voice and way of moving. We spoke 
about his shoes, that they were always too small, how he was hungry 
all the time. So I thought ok, so I’m going to have to lose weight.’ 
And I wore shoes that were the wrong size to make me walk 
differently. Nick [Moran] was very good with allowing me

to improvise a lot of the scenes 
loosely around the script. It was 
a wonderful challenge.” 

But it seems it was a role that 
Prew had to fight for: “ The Kid 
was absolutely something 
I wanted to do. They were going 
to give it to another actor - a guy 
who looked a lot more like 
Rupert. So I took a picture of 
Rupert from The Young Victoria 
premier, wore the same suit as him, 
straightened my hair, put blue 
contacts in and got a photographer 
friend of mine to photograph me 
in the same poses. Then I showed 
them to Nick and said ‘right, tell 
me I don’t look like him’. And that’s 
what won me the part.” 

And it’s certainly a part that will 
stay with him: “I went to a state 
primary school, and a couple of the 
kids did come in with bruises. At the 
time I didn’t think anything about it. 
Then after doing this movie, I thought 
‘Jesus, how many other people?’. It’s 
just one of those things that we don’t 
really talk about in society. But it’s so 
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prevalent, it’s just unreal. 

It’s scary.” 

The film, as you might 
expect, takes many a macabre 
turn and leaves us with a lot to 
think about. But Lewis’ story, 
through his sheer grit and 
determination to make 
something of his life, does 
have a happy ending. In 
writing and releasing his 
two-part autobiography, 
Lewis seems to have exised 
his demons. Happily settled 
in Surrey with his wife and 
two children, not only 
did he go on to write the 
screenplay and co-produce 
the film, he has also carved 
out a name for himself 
in crime fiction. 

“It was quite a cathartic 
process for him,” 
says Prew of Lewis. 

“He’s just an amazing, 
inspirational man.” #

NEW YEAR, NEW HOBBY 



SHANNON DENNY has 

a spring in her step, and 
it’s all down to the fresh 
phenomenon of freerunning

T he life of the superhero does seem a bit appealing. 

The ability to leap over tall buildings in a single bound? 
Yes please. The opportunity to forego the morning 
commute in order to swing, swoop and spring through the urban 
jungle? Surely few Londoners would say no. Of course Superman, 
Spider-Man and their ilk are famously dogged by identity crises and 
obscure medical conditions, so maybe superheroism isn’t all it’s 
cracked up to be - which is why I’m glad I’ve encountered parkour. 

Also known as freerunning, parkour takes bits of gymnastics, 
martial arts and rockclimbing, and mashes them up with whatever 
obstacle course life throws your way. Some days it’s hard to cut 
a path through Waterloo or the Elephant & Castle for parkour 
enthusiasts, but rather than fight em, I’ve joined em, in a session 
with Parkour Generations, the capital’s premier training outfit. 

Dan Edwardes, one of the founders of Parkour Generations, 
is a foremost authority on freefunning. The discipline, he explains, 
is “not about re-appropriating the urban environment or anything 
like that.” Its real emphasis is on “functional movement” - running, 
jumping and climbing - so it can take place anywhere, from a gym 


to the woodlands of France, where it originated two decades ago. 

He and his colleagues teach indoor and outdoor classes 
throughout the week, drawing crowds of 80 people at some 
sessions. They also teach in almost 20 schools throughout London, 
including Archbishop Tenison School in Oval and London 
Nautical School in Lambeth. Sport England has challenged 
Parkour Generations to produce 500 qualified instructors by 2012, 
recognising that it offers a creative solution to fitness among young 
people. Freerunning is inherently noncompetive, has no 
equipment requirements, and provides a foundation applicable 
to any physical activity, fostering strength, agility and core stability. 

Its biggest benefit though is that it’s fun. Clad in grippy trainers, 
tracksuit bottoms, tee-shirts and wristbands, our class of 50 ranges 
from age nine to mid-40s. The two-hour class starts with 25 
minutes of warm-up, which is a sweat-inducing affair featuring 
running in place, kicking, jumping and moves like dropping into a 
press-up then rolling over sideways before popping back up again. 
It’s like a military drill set to the sounds of Eminem. 

With each isometric exercise I discover a new screaming muscle 
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as it unhappily awakens from slumber - after a long, drawn-out 
squat, there’s a position requiring the body to imitate a plank with 
one pair of opposite arms and legs held off the floor. “It should 
hurt,” Dan calls helpfully before demanding a low press-up 
manoeuvre that’s like the cobra pose from yoga on speed. 

After some stretches, out comes equipment including mats, 
gymnastic horses, a balance beam and wooden A-frame structures. 
From these the instructors assemble five stations, we break up into 
smaller groups and spend the next hour flying from one station to 
the next. At one station all manner of gruelling abdominal exercises 
are occurring, while at another people of every size and shape 
attempt handstands and balancing. Jumping like a spring from 
a standing start onto pommel horses of various heights takes up one 
corner, and there are two stations, each featuring a whole collection 
of obstacles, over, under and around which we invent our own 
choreography. Occasionally when we switch from one station 
to the next, we’re invited to celebrate with 1,000 press-ups. 

After all this intense movement, a 25-minute cool-down follows, 
which provides an opportunity to not only catch the breath but to 
collect the thoughts, too. Parkour is about expression and freedom, 
and the practitioner’s aim is to overcome any obstacle by adapting 
one’s movements to the environment. These, I have to admit, are 
pretty handy skills to have around. For now Wonder Woman and 
Batman should probably consider their jobs safe, but with parkour 
exploding in London, they’d be wise to watch their backs. •

Cracking good health 

A BIRTHDAY CARD received by my partner stated: “Blessed 
are the cracked, for they let in the light”. And how true it is. No, 
she is not cracked, but nuts are good for us (except, of course, 
for people who are allergic to them). 

A nut is the hard-shelled fruit of the great tree that it could 
potentially become, so it’s not surprising that what essentially is a 
seed, is packed with the nutrients needed to make that happen. 
Like many ‘seasonal’ foods today, nuts are available all year round, 
but they are traditionally autumn fare, hence their association with 
all-things Christmas. What’s good about them? Firstly, they’re an 
excellent source of plant protein, providing body-repairing amino 
acids. But unlike meat, 
eggs and fish, nuts 
contain fibre - we can’t 
digest this part of the plant, 

but it’s breakfast, lunch and th© NSk Of h©£irt 

dinner for the trillions of health- 
promoting bacteria residing in 
our gut. (Gut bacteria is a topic for another column, but 
I will just say that those little fellas help keep us in good shape, 
although the flatus they produce can be inconvenient at times.) 

This is the time of the year when a good immune system is 
a must-have for snuffing out common cold bugs - if able to survive 
a hostile journey through stomach acid, they would surely be 
unwelcome guests to our friendly bacteria in the colon. Selenium is 
essential for optimal immune function and a rich source of it is the 
Brazil nut - two of them provide the daily requirement for selenium. 
Studies suggest that nuts also lower the risk of heart disease. 
Almost half the weight of a nut is fat, but mostly of the unsaturated 
type that can lower cholesterol, if saturated fat intake is low. 

Another cardio-protective component of nuts are plant sterols 
- the active ingredients of cholesterol-lowering spreads and 
drinks. High in fat though they are, nuts appear to satisfy hunger 
quite well, helping reduce consumption of excess food during 
the day. Studies suggest a generous daily handful of unsalted 
nuts is a good quantity, so bin the biscuits at coffee break and go 
a little nuts instead! •

New Year’s resolutions 

TIME TO START on those New Year resolutions, which may be 
hard at times, but I do think you’ll feel the benefit if you stick at it. 

So here are my suggestions for those resigned on improving their 
wine-discerning abilities in 2011. 

Chateau Guibeau 2006, a wonderful red Bordeaux from a 
certified vineyard, is a well structured wine from a classy French 
family by the name of Bourlon. While most reds in this region use 
cabernet sauvignon, this blend with merlot and cabernet franc add 
complexity and edge. Oozing red berry, velvety plum and black fruit 
that develops deliciously on the tongue, this well balanced treat 
really is one to take to the boss. It’s £10.99 from Oddbins. 

Then, for a nice sit down after wrapping, unwrapping and 
pretending to love all those presents, choose this trippy Austrian 
white - Rotgipfler 2008 by Heinrich Hartl has won itself a white 
grape Regional Trophy from Decanter 2010, no less. The Rotgipfler 
grape may be tricky to say, but it’s blooming interesting and very 
Austrian - fresh spicy notes include melon, lychee, ginger and 
white pepper, to name just a few babies. Perfect with a Thai 
takeaway, and if you get it delivered bywww.merrywidowswine.com 
at £12 a bottle, there’s no need to leave the house. 

If your resolution is to knock back only good-value, top-drawer 
fizz, try Sainsbury’s Medium Brut Cava (£4.99). This lovely bubbly 
is a blend of white grapes with a tinge of the palest honey, made 
using the traditional Spanish carbonated method. Go discerningly 
retro and pop a sugar lump soaked in brandy or angostura bitter 
into the base of the flute. 

And finally, let’s celebrate 
the Christmas plunder with an 
edgy and elegantly dry Domaine 
Coteau de La Biche. From the 
Loire and using the chenin grape, 
it is pale pear with a touch of 
tangy, crystallised... je ne sais 
whatsit... but I do know it was 
£11.30 from Nicolas Wines 
but is now £9.99 for January.

OTHER THAN the odd trip to flat-pack heaven/hell Ikea, little 
inspires me to venture into deepest darkest Croydon. But when 
we heard Cosmo had moved into town, we were there like a shot. 

With 14 restaurants across the country, from Hastings to 
Eastbourne, Cosmo has given the all-you-can-eat buffet a 
contemporary, sophisticated twist, in both decorand flavour. 

The expansive interior is modern and sleek, yet cosy and 
atmospheric, which may have something to do with the 10 cooking 
stations dotted around. The food is pan Asian, with over 300 
dishes from nine countries including China, Japan, Thailand 
and Vietnam. You might expect, then, that variety is valued over 
quality, but for the price, this food is fantastic. 

Consulting our restaurant map, we headed off in the direction 
of the sushi and dim sum stations, finding the salmon sashimi 
and steamed prawn and chive dumpling of particular note. Over 
at the salad bar, the tomato and mozerella salad with black olives 
and fresh basil proved delicious, but the highlight of the whole 
evening was the teppanyaki station. It’s a very busy stop on the 
route, but the fabulous scallops, enoki beef roll and calamari, 
all cooked up fresh before you, are more than worth the wait. 

We’d devised a strategy of avoiding carbs to give us a fighting 
chance of reaching the dessert area, so the noodle bar was out 
and the pizza station didn’t even get a look in (there are European 
options for fussy eaters). So, after lurking around the specials 
counters, collecting treats such as chilli-spiced cod, crispy 
aromatic duck, a spring roll here and deep-fried king prawn there, 
we figured it was time to tackle pudding. 

Nutritionists say it’s good to vary your foods, so after a mini rocky 
road and coconut macaroon topped with strawberry mouse, and 
a dollop of Eton mess, we approached the chocolate fountain with 
fruit and marshmallows. Mission accomplished!

Spare a thought for those 
worthy people who run companies offering 
gap year experiences between school and 
university. Children taking their A levels 
this year, and taking a gap year from 
September, will end up paying £20,000 
more for their university education than 
those who choose to go straight into university. How many 
will choose to pay the extra? 


And that is not the only challenge that changes to university 
funding will pose. The Coalition has told universities that if 
they want to charge maximum fees, they will have to greatly 
improve access for children from disadvantaged backgrounds. 
Oxford currently takes 47% of its students from independent 
schools. If that falls over the next ten years to 27%... Not a 
comfortable thought when you have laid out all those fees. 


And the jobs market is not exactly cheerful either. 


The spirit that the government is trying to engender through 
The Big Society and Localism is, I think, that it is up to us to do 
something about our troubles, and not wait for the government 
to do it for us. So take on an intern or an apprentice, get 
involved with the local movement to fund a free school, and 
start demanding now that the universities you might send your 
children to provide them with a top-quality education. Four 
hours education a week, and precious little preparation for the 
real world, simply won't do when you're paying £50,000 for it.

T he festivities may be over, but for 
Dulwich Picture Gallery, the party 
is just beginning. Waltzing into 
2011 under the flurry of fireworks, the 
gallery launches its bicentenary celebrations 
on 9 January. Aptly named the Big Bang, 
this one-day event marks 200 years since the 
beginning of time... for the gallery, that is. 
On 8 January 1811, Sir Francis Bourgeois 
died leaving a staggering collection of old 
masters to Dulwich College, along with 
£10,000 to build a public gallery. 

The event, which commences at 1pm, 
will be marked with music, art workshops, 
food, fireworks, falconry and more, but 
this is more than a one-day extravaganza; 
the gallery has put together a fantastic 
celebratory programme spanning the whole 
of2011. 

In fact, it’s already underway. Norman 
Rockwell’s America, which opened on 
15 December and runs until 27 March, 
brings the USA’s best-known and best-loved 
20th century illustrator to Dulwich, in the 
first exhibition of Rockwell originals in 
Britain. In a career that spanned six decades, 
Rockwell captured the American dream in 
his works for advertisements, magazines and 
books - and most notably his 323 covers for 
the Saturday Evening Post, all of which will 
be on display at the gallery. Although happy 
to be described as an illustrator, Rockwell’s 
works were executed with considerable 
technical skill in oils, and these original 
paintings have increased dramatically 


in value since his death in 1978. 

But Dulwich Picture Gallery has really 
excelled with a Masterpiece a Month, 
whereby 12 spectacular masterpieces will 
in turn hang on the end wall of the enfilade. 
The series begins, fittingly, with Thomas 
Lawrence’s Portrait of SirJohn Soane, 
the architect of Dulwich Picture Gallery, 
on loan from The Sir John Soane Museum 
in London. You will also see a Velasquez 
from The Prado, Madrid, in February, 
a Rembrandt from The Rijksmuseum, 


Amsterdam, in June, and Van Gogh’s 
Self Portrait with Felt Hat, on loan from 
The Van Gogh Museum, Amsterdam, 
in August. 

All this is just the beginning to what looks 
like a fabulous 2011 programme. And you 
thought January was a dull month? •

bicentenary celebrations

Congratulations on reaching such a 
landmark year, how does it feel to be 
leading the bicentenary celebrations? 

Absolutely fantastic. I have been plotting 
away quietly for the last five years to deliver 
this anniversary, and everything has come 
together perfectly. To be director at this 
moment is unbelievably exciting. 

When Sir Francis Bourgeois bequeathed 
his collection to Dulwich College ‘for the 
inspection of the public’, do you think he 
expected the gallery to be so successful? 

I’m absolutely sure he knew how it would be. 
He was an artist and art lover; his collection 
gave him a great deal of excitement and 
inspiration, and he was eager to share that 
with others. He knew that there was a gap in 
the market’ and the quality of his collection 
was such that people would not regret 
coming to see it. He consolidated that by 
choosing the greatest architect of the age 
to create the building. How could it fail? 

What was behind the Masterpiece a 
Month idea and how did you get some 
of the world’s top galleries on board? 

The idea came to me a few years ago and the 
success of SirJoshuas Mona Lisa confirmed 
my belief it would work. Seeing people do a 
double-take at that iconic image at the end 


of the enfilade made me realise the power of 
the architecture. Putting a famous painting 
in that position was like making it into the 
high altarpiece of a church. Persuading other 
directors to lend wasn’t hard - once they 
grasped the concept, that this was a homage 
to our founders, most entered into the spirit 
of the thing right away, and some, like 
Philippe de Montebello of the Metropolitan, 
actually came up with better suggestions! 

Which masterpiece are you most looking 
forward to seeing on the gallery wall? 

It’s very hard to choose. This has been my 
‘baby’ right from the start, so I feel strongly 
about all these loans. But I suppose it would 
be the Royal Collection’s Vermeer, The 
Music Lesson. I set my heart on a Vermeer 
right from the start, partly because, though 
he is now one of the most famous artists in 
the world, Dulwich’s founders would never 
have heard of him. The gallery’s importance 
as a document in the history of taste is one of 
the many things I find fascinating about it. 

In a curious kind of a way, I feel like I will be 
introducing a new’ artist to our founders. 

You have been director of DPG since 2005, 
curating for the gallery for seven years prior 
to that. What have been the highlights? 

As curator I got to rehang the gallery from 


scratch in 2000 after the renovation - that 
was very special. Curating the Henry Moore 
show in 2004 is another achievement of 
which I’m particularly proud. Being 
appointed director in 2005 was amazing 
also - scary but tremendously exciting. 

Since then there have been many highlights, 
but I particularly loved the Elsheimer show 
in 2006, the Steinberg show in 2008 
and the Nash show in early 2010. Finally, 
The Art Fund’s gift of the Peter Randall Page 
sculpture, Walking the Dog, was a great thrill 
- I’ve been a fan of his work for years. 

Which part of the bicentenary programme 
are you most looking forward to? 

I’ve been dreaming of Rockwell for ages; 
Masterpiece a Month is an ongoing 
excitement throughout the year, but my 
high point will be the show I am personally 
curating, Tom Thomson and the Group of 7. 
Few people have heard of these Canadian 
icons, but they are incredibly exciting. 

Tom Thomson is a legend in Canada - their 
Van Gogh, JFK and Marilyn Monroe rolled 
into one. He is also the creator of some 
of the most electrifying landscape sketches 
of the 20th century. Being the one to 
introduce this astonishing wealth of talent 
to an entirely new audience is what it’s all 
about for me. •

Family matters 

When parents separate. Mugabi Turya, family solicitor 
at Fisher Meredith, explains how a grandparent can 
continue to play a role in the lives of their grandchildren 



THE REMOVAL OF A supportive 
grandparent from a child's life can be 
extremely disruptive for a child, especially 
when they are experiencing the breakdown 
of their parents’ relationship. A grandparent 
should consider what needs to be done 
to make sure the link between themselves 
and their grandchildren is not lost. 

There is not always a requirement 
to go to court to obtain contact with your 
grandchild. Often contact between children 
and their grandparents can be negotiated. 
Such contact can often be developed as 
part of the existing contact arrangements a 


child might have with a non-resident parent. 
If your son or daughter is an absent parent 
it would be worth making a proposal to 
the other parent to see if you can come 
to an agreement to see your grandchildren 
regularly. Parents will often be happy for 
you to have contact with your grandchildren 
and for any offers of support in caring for 
the children. 

If nothing can be agreed with a parent 
it would be advisable to consult a solicitor. 
The law recognises that grandparents have 
an important role to play in the upbringing 
of a child and a grandparent can issue court 


proceedings in order to get contact with 
their grandchild. The court will then consider 
what is best for the child.

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Elizabeth Marshall of Bushells sets the record 
straight on the state of the housing market 


SO WHY ALL THE BAD press? 

As memories of 2010 fade, we reflect on 
what was actually a very successful year 
across the company in both sales and 
lettings. Sadly, this good news never 
finds its way into the press. It seems 
good news is boring. 

In December, the BBC reported that 
according to surveyors, the housing 
market is being suppressed by a lack of 
first-time buyers and concerns over the 
economy. But there isn’t a lack of first 
time buyers - in fact there are more than 
ever - it’s a lack of mortgages that’s the 
key issue. 

More prices were reported as falling 
rather than rising in November, as was 
also reported in October. Yet, oddly, 
these were two of our busiest months. 
New enquiries, agreed sales and average 
sales-per-surveyor all fell in November, 


the BBC’s survey found - prices were 
falling across the UK and activity 
remained slow. 

The survey, which the BBC claims is 
generally well regarded in the industry, 
echoes the views of recent reports from 
lenders including Halifax and Nationwide. 
It is generally well regarded by the 
surveyors who contribute, but not unless 
it is reported in specific geographical 
context, so the public understands what 
is really happening. 

In December, the BBC stated that 
43% of surveyors reported prices were 
more stable over the past three months, 
although many said prices had fallen in 
November. But there is little reported in 
the press as to regional variations. The 
lack of demand, especially from first-time 
buyers struggling to get a mortgage, was 
in evidence from the falling number of 


new buyer enquiries. This has now fallen 
for six months in a row. Yet, at Bushells, 
we registered more applicants in 
December than in previous years. 

Royal linsitiute of Chartered Surveyors 
spokesman Ian Perry said that despite 
some better economic data, fears over 
how future spending cuts will impact on 
the jobs market are clearly still weighing 
heavily on potential purchasers’ minds. 
Individual surveyors have reported that 
the picture for the housing market next 
year could be similar. The key word here 
is ‘could’. Stuart Allan, from Bishop 
Auckland, said: “We are now entering the 
winter season and some vendors are 
putting off the sale of their properties until 
the spring.” With respect, this is how it 
has always been. I wonder what Allan 
thinks will happen in Dulwich? I suspect 
he won’t have a clue. What happens in 
places hundreds of miles from our patch 
is of little interest to our customers. 

In the areas of London we cover, the 
picture painted by the BBC is simply not 
accurate. November was a hugely 
successful month and Bushells’ biggest 
problem was lack of stock. Applicant 
levels were up and 8 December was a 
landmark day, with more offers received 
than on any day in 2010. 

Generalised overview is misleading as 
the average fails to represent the 
extremes that create it. Mark our words, 
in February/March, the BBC will report 
that transactions fell and activity ground 
to halt. They will cite a myriad of reasons 
from the economy to lending, confidence 
to job security and tube strikes. Bushells, 
however, call this phenomenon 
‘Christmas’ - and it happens every year. 
•
